of many worthie Merchants, that pay no little, by Forreign Cuſtom and Ex- 
Ciſe, have been forced undeſignedly upon the Stage, humbly to offer to your 
Grace, and Lord ſhips, the Schemes and Remarks following. in Relation te vur 
Trade, Offering to prove, That SCOTL ANDS Produft, and Manu) actures. 
are able to Ballance our Trade, with any, or all Parts, and Kingdoms, we 4e, or need 10 
Trade to. So, That it may be ſeen plainly, That tho Exglana joyn with us 
in Union, or Communication of Trade, they will not be Martied to 2 Beggar, 
with whom they ſhould find nothing buta Louſe in our Boſom the firſt night; 
As Sir Edward Symers was pleaſed tn reflect on us: yer, that this Land is full of 
Product, if by your Wiſdoms, and Care, w. t. att wp + tmrriave it, Abroad 
and at Home, and not always ſufter our ſelves to be ſerved, as is fabl'd of 
the two Crows hopping on the Sea-fhore, where Shell-fiſh were, which they 
liked, but knew not how to open them, till the Royſtoun Crow, which was 
Cunning as E. adviſed the plain Countrey Crow, which I compare to S. to 
fly up very high with the Shell-fiſn in his Bill, and let it fall on the Rocks, 
and it would epen, which the Countrey Crow did; But no ſooner lets ſhe 
the Shell-fiſh fall, that it opened; but the Roy ſtoun Crow pickt the Fiſh out 
of the Shel}, ere the Contrey Crow got down, And, may not 1 ſay, ſo does 
England with Scotland, both as to Profit, Henour, and Glory, of all herein we 
are concetned with them, Abroad in their Armies, and Navies, and at Home 
q in our Trade; as is evidently ſhown forth in the Schemes following, and the 
f Remarks on them. 

None of my ſtation is and ſhal be more deſirous to ſee and hear of a bet- 
ter underſtanding Cultivate betwixt Scorland and England than I, that we might 
ſtand by, and mutuallie aſſiſt and ſtrengthen each others hands, as it is ſaid, A 
twofold Cord is not cofilie broken, but ſeirg the Parliament of England laſt 


Scilion have diſcharged all our valuable goods from being imported into * 
RITES 
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after 25 Decembernext, and their brezking the Act poſt nati, which of a long 
time they have not kept, nor yet the ſtrickeſt Union could be made betwixt 


the two Nations. 
May not your Lordſhips weigh and conſider the Ballance of Trade and 


Remarks thereon which makes it plain, according to the great Law of Ne- 


ceſſitie to which all Laws and Politicks ſome times give place, (and our 
LORD and Saviour approv'd of it ) thatunleſs that, or the like draught of an 
A& offer'd unto the Parliament by 
be conſidered, agreed upon and enacted, diſcharging in 
like manner all goods to be imported from England or Ireland after the 25th De- 
cember next, &c. Otherways what may be the Conſequences? Its down right a 
Sword or Rod above cur Heads, Let us ballance them till, until we accord, 
its bur ſelf defence, if England but Confider kew high ſoever they think they 
are or may be, yet the Badyloniſh Perſian, Grecian, and Roman Monarchies were 
greater, and yet how ſoon were they deſtroyed and broken in pieces when 
Gods time came, which might teach them, and all others, not to deſpiſe 
their Neighbours, and eſpecially them, whileſt they have ſo much to do 
abroad by Sea and Land, and uncertain of Felaud if they break with Scot- 
land, as worthy Mr. fame: Hodges makes plain. For, 
Although they ſhould gain more lands and Iſlands, where have they People 
to inhabit and defend them without Scotland to aſſiſt them, they may bring 
themſelves to the Caſe of Spain (and that is Low enough) they diſ- peopled 


their own Kingdom, to People and defend their Conqueſts, and ſo in hazard 


to loſe all. 

My Lords, es to what I bumbly offer by thir Schemes upon Trade and 
the Remarks on them, is to put you in Remembrance of things, and to ſhow my 
own and the pulſe of many People, I know ſeme may carp at me and criticiſe 
upon words, but no matter, If I hereby ſtirr up others to advance this matter bet · 


ter, and if any find Thave ommitted any thirg which they would have cor - 


reed or added, if they offer a better Scheme, and reaſonably, I ſhould alter 
mine. No doubt bur J have omitted ſome things, bine inde, but not de- 
ſignedly, and none ſhal be readier te help or correct any thing, than wy ſelf 
u pon ſolid advice. | 

I am glad that others more worthy, have each of them cleared, and brouglit 
thirgsto a truer Light, in the moſt importan- Affairs of our Church & State; 
ſo that our Eyes are more opened by the endeavours of Mr, Ja. Hodges, Me Ja. 
Anderſon, and Mr. Geoege Ketdpath, our own Countrey* Men in their Books. I with 
this ſmall Eſſiy may be Accepted by your Lordſhips, with a favourable Con- 
ſtruction, having nothing before m Eyes but the Welfare of my Countrey at 
preſent, and the Poſterity after; and am glad for the good Steps your Lord hips 
have made to the beginning of Reviving, and Retriving dur Commerce and 
Trade, and to clear and ſetup March-Stons by which we may know our own, 
and improve and apply it for Advantage as our own, which I could not dv» 
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before the late happie Revolution, and many Honourable and more worthy Per: 
ſons. It this be ſeaſonable or acceptable to your Lordſhips and others, I have 
many things to add that is Omitred of our own Product, with Remarks on them, 
as Bees, hence Bees-Wax, and Honey, and many more, by reaſon of pinch

Querie, Whether or not may the Wiſdom of Queen and Parliament of 
Scotland Ballance Accompts with Erg/ard, by making an other AQ of Parlis- 
ment in Scotland, Diſcharging Importing any of the Goods following into this 
Kingdom, after the 25 of December next, unleſs the Engliſb Act be repealed, :

That no Butter, or Cheeſe, Tallow or Tanned Leather be Imported 
from England or Ireland, _— the Parliament ſee meet to Tollerat ſome 
Engliſb-Bend Leather, or Dublin* Backs, and fo Diſcharge all Uppers and 
Brown Sole, that is within or below 32 or 40 lib. Weight per Hide. For our 
own Leather being Tanned at Home may ſerve us, eſpecially at ſuch a time, 
if ye Diſcherge the Exporting all Bark from this into Ireland, which will 
piach them who cannot want it, and preſerve at Home 25000, or 30000 Lib. ſterl.

So that our Country Men by theſe ** are only as hewers of Wood, & 


drawers of Water to them; for if they get a Penny with the one hand, they 
draw it ont of the other hand. 


I am informed our Dravers from both South and North can ſcarce keep 
their Stock on Foot and pay Charges, many of them breaking,, Aſſuting me 
th:y get no Profit to themſelves (the prime Coſt of their Carcel and Charges 
being defalked ) except by the Exchange, which till we pay our ſelves, in 


regard I preſume we ſpend, or Buy, and Import more value of Goods from 
England than they from Scotland. | 


Now Queritur. After the 25 December next, if the Engliſh ſhall keep their 
Law Sacred, and not repeal or. diſpenſe with it, to keep up the Amity that 
remains,and prevent a Breach till things be accorded, and the Succeſſion ſettled, 
what ſhall come of Scotland, if the Wiſdom of our Queen and Parliament 
ballance net our Accompts in time, that we may either continue Trade as 
before, and keep up the ſame Amity, or Live as Neighbours and Trade none

mounts to 6 Dollars out of one Pound of Lint, which coſt but 10 Or 12 
ſpil. Scots at home, and this Yarn again was Improven by the Buyer, in making 
fine Muſline, which ſtill increaſed the Value, or Profit on the one Pound of 
Lint, 4, near 10. 12. Dollars, the Charges in Weaving, and Whitning being 
deduced, all which is Money to the poer Leidges. 

aly. This great Improvement can be Atteſted upen the Taduſtry of many 
young Gentle. women, that have little or no Portions, or peor Women that 
- have no way to Live; by Spinning ene Pound of fine Lint, and then twiſt.

Querie, Should our Poor ſtarve at home, whilſt they can be profitably Im» 
ployed: If the Wildom of our Queen and Parliament, would Reſttict us to 
wear nothing but our own Manufacture made out of cur on Product, and 
would every Perſon Reſolve and Reſttid themſelves to do ſo, rather than out 
of Vanity and too nice Curioſity flight any thing that is made at Home, and 
only Admire and purchaſe any thing at an Dear Rate that is brought from A- 
broad purchaſed by Money or Bills, eſpecially if the Engliſh take not our Goods 

Diſcharged, why ſhould we take theirs. | 

But ſome do, and will ſay, Muſline is finer and neater for Perſons of Qua- 
lity to wear, than our Scots Muſline, I ſay Scots Muſlne can be made finer, 
and it will laſt much longer, and nor ſo ſubje&to Cutting. And if that Noble 

Lady, Her Grace the Dutcheſs of Hawiltoun, hath and doth wear our fin: 

Scots Muſline, (for a Pattern to others) who hath and may wear the fineſt

As to Tallow and Tanned Leather. 


IT England obſerve their laſt Act of Parliament, Diſcharging Importing out 
1 Black Cattel and Sheep into England, then they will want ſo much of three 
principal Subjects of Trade: To wit, 24 or 30000 Hides for Tanned Leather, 
either for their own uſe at Home for Upper Leathers, or for Export. 

N:xt, they will want 24 or 30000 times 2 or 3 of our Stones of Tallow, 
which they have gotten after our. Black Cattel are a Year or more Fed on 
their Rich Paſtures; But I ſhall only Calcul at 2; : Stone, which is 50 1ib; 
Weight per Head of Cattel is 6Go000 of our Stones Weight. Or 75000 Stone 
at 21 lib. of our Weight per Stone, the which at Lenden is worth 5- ſb. ferl per 
Stone, and ſo there will acrue to them 6oooo or 75000 Engliſh Crowns: And 
then their Hides being Tanned, are double, if not triple the Weight ours 
here are, becauſe of their Rich Paſture, and keeping the Cattel to a tull 
grouth may yield them per Hide, beſides the Fleſh of 
each Ox or Cow may be worth in the Mcreats and no Fleſh of 
their own is either ſo ſweet or tender as our Highland Cattel well Graſſed; 
and the beſt of their Kingdom could or would Eat no other Fleſh but Engliſh 
Fed Highland Cattel, when to be had, £ 

Whereas, if our Black Cattel go not inte England, Let us Improve them at 
Home, firſt by Diſchargiog all Tanned Leather from England and Ireland by 
which we can preſerve at Home = = 15000 if not 20000 lib, fer. 


Next, by Tallow 60000 or 75000. Stone at 1 Stone per Head of Cattel 
is ſome Years worth 48 ſb. or 4 merkt Scors per Stone, and when made in

The Main thing I Touch this of Coals for, is, To move thoſe concerned, 
wiſcly to eonſider a Ballance with Ewzland 2 d Ireland, that we may take 
no Goods from them after the 25 Decewber, Except they Repeal, or Recall their 
At, Diſcharging Coals. What great loſs is it to many Coalemaſters, and im- 
ploying many hands in Shipping, both from the Eaſt Firth, and Clyde. Thete 
is but on ſmall Village, called the Salrcorr, who, I zm informed, have no leſs. 
as 50, or 69, Small Barks and Ships, beſides what belongs to Irving, aud Air,

In Holland, and Hamburgh, Dantzick, and other Hanſe or free Cities in Germany, 
to my certain knowledge, they have many Store- Houſes, and lay up Maga. 
Zines full of Rye, Whest, Peas, and Corn when cheap, (after the Example of 
bleſſed Jeſeph in Egypt) and ſo fell out, and furniſh the Poor with Corns, when 
a Scarcity comes; and in Hamburgh I was told there, the City has always one, 
two or three years ſtore of Corns before hand, and as they give out any quantity 
one year, they make it up the next year, and fills up their Magazines or Store- 
Houſes when they firid them in plenty, but never lets chem be leſs than a yezr 
or two years of Coins for their Cities uſe; and all this is beſides what vaſt 
quantities Merchants buy, and lay up in Store« Houſes and ſell to others, and fo 
the Cities Magazines lets not the Merchants take ſuch advantages as they might. 

It were to be wiſhed, ſome ſuch care were taken in Scotland, to prevent Fore- 
ſtalling of Mercats, for which end there is a good Law made, if obſerved ; but 


in the late Famine, LI have known Meal and other Victual, bought and ſeld from . 


one Hand to another 4 or 5 times, and ſo every one had Profit from one ano- 
thers Hand ere it came to the Poor. Was not this a grinding of the face of the 
Poor? Whereas I ſuppoſe, the Law ordains all Meal to be expoſed to the 
Ppblick. Mercat by the Heretors, who has it in their Girnels, or at leaſt by them 
who buy it firſt from the Heretors, and receive it from their Girnels or Ten- 
nents, which is a juſt and commendable Law, if obſerved,

There has been no little Money Exported and p1yed for Woo! into England, 
and this again Experted into Holand, befides what is Exported of our own - 
Wool, in ſo much I am credibly informed, there is above 10006 (ib ſterling 
warth lying over year into Holland unfold, and yet here many is buying and 
Exporting it this year alſo. And becauſe they have not, or could nor fell 
what they ſent the laſt year, the Merchants here ſay, they eannor give the 
former price this year, for the ſame ſort of Wool they gave for before, And 
ſo the Store Maſters gets leſs now for their Wool, than when it was prohibit 
to be Exported, This I am informed of by the Sellers of it, and Buyers alſo. 
And further, Iam told, that ſome of their Wool fold one Crown dearer per 
ſtone when forbiddenand went all off their hand, and the Countrey People had 
little or none lying on their hand over year, I wiſh it may not be found ere le 
it had been better for them, they had Exported leſs, if not, none at all. 

For, if it be ſuffered to be Exported (it never ſold better than when the 
Freu h Merchants came here and bought it themſelves, both from the Mer- 
chaats, and Store - maſters ) may it not be fit to lay on ſome Limitations, to 
preventPerſons over cloying Mercat, &rather let them come over, bring money, 
and buy it, But if the Store-maſters finds it better for them, as it is, I have nv 
more to ſay, Though the poor at home ſuffers, that might be Imployed to 
Manufacture it, and tho the ſending ſo much wool, to Holland, Stockbolme, and 
France, doth inevitably hinder, and as it were, forbid them to buy our Cloths, 
Fingrines, Searges, Baſes, Stockings, and what not, ſeing their own Poor can 
be fed, and imployed to make them at home, If the Store-maſters gets but 6 
lib. Scots per ſtone for the ſame wool this year, which they ſold for 9 or 1e 16, 
per ſtone laſt year, when it was not ſuffered to be Exported : had not the Stores 
maſters better fake 18. or 20 6:6, Scots for 2 ſtone, and give the third to the 
Poorof thePariſh for nothing, rather than to give it toStrangers abroad; who bates 
down the Prices, and blows upon the Wool, when too plenty, and mercats over 
cloyd, The Dutch in their return from the Indies, is ſaid rather to throw out one 
part of their Loadings of Pepper into the Sea, than to break their Price, and 
lower their Mercat at home, which would overturn their Trade therein.

to 10 Dollars a piece; and it any fine tranſparent colour, and -perfe&ly round, 
and of any great bigneſs, may be worth 15. 2d, 30, 4o. to 50. Rex Dollais ; 
yea, I have given o Rex Dollars for one, but that is rarely ro get ſuch. 

Wherefore I humbly propoſe it to the Conſideration of the Wiſdom of Queen 
and Parliament, either to Diſcharge all fiſhing of Pearls except o ce in fe. Of 
20. Years time 7 or if their Wiſdoms this k fit to do orherways, then they 
may Diſchargeany to buy, or any to offer to ſell any Pearl les than 5 Grain 
weight a piece, or bigneſs of a little Pie, for all elſe are of little value, and even

Remarks on the 19th Article, which is Herrings, 


This being known by Great and Small through the Nation, that none needs 
to ſpeak further, except to tir up all Hands to improve the Herrivg-Fiſhing ; 
ſor which there is an excellent Ad made this Seſſion of Parliament, to confirm 
all former Laws, and enlarge the Liberties and Priviledges of the Curer and Ex- 
porter, I have known ſome years while we had Liberty to Export them into 
France, there was upwards of 300 Laſts of White Herrings'Exported from 
Clyde, beſides what was Exported from Dumbar, Iyfe, and the North Coaſt from 
the Lewis: So if 3000 Laſts from Clyde, and at 12 Barrels per Laſt, is 36000 Bar. 
rels, and then was purchaſed for them, at ſome Ports a greater price, and in ſome 
leſs; but I ſhall ſuppoſe only 25 ſbil. erling per Barrel one with another (and ſome 
years and in ſome places 30. 40. Jhil. per Barrel) yet at 25 ſbil. ferl. per Barrel, 
is 18000 Crowns: but if at 30. or 4% ſÞ!l. ſterling per Barrel, how much more.

Yet ſtill both will make a great Sum; Eſpecially 
conſidering, that as Herring is .the King of Fiſh, ſo when Cured, in Red or 
White, and Exported, hew many Poor 1s imployed every way, in Boats, and 
Buſhes, or Barques at Home, and Shipping Abroad - And all the Freſh-Herring 
are purchaſed. with little Charge, our Fiſher: Men living mainly on Meal, Water, 
and Herrings, as they catch them; And theſe Herrings Cured, are a Mother 
or ſufficient Produ& ro purchaſe our Salt to make them, Timber, Hoops, and 
moſt of what Neceſſaries we want elſe; Whereas the Dutch well knows, and 
alſo the Engliſh, at Tarmout h Roads there red Herrings. and at Plymouth, and Pen- 
ſant with Pilchadds, and Weſt of Englazd, with white Herrings, yet nowiſe com- 
parable to ours, except in the Red; but ſtil}, if it were Peace that we could 
adventure without Convoy, we can go any where, and be a Moneth ſooner at 
the Mercat than they, eſpecially from Clyde, becauſe of our ſhort Cut and eaſie 
Out- let from Clyde; whereas England and Holland has St. George: Channel to Sail, and

Remarks on Cod Fiſh and Ling. 


I ſhal only declare whit I was Crediblie informed from a Merchant of Fife, who! 
ſaid in his Fathers time, & Latelie old Fiſhers told there would have been about 
500. Boats and Barks, who in time of Herring Fiſhing apply ed them to catch, 
Sale, and Export Herrings, and then in and after March through a part of 
the Spring and Summer they went with their Birks (which it was the ſame to 
us as the Daſeh Buſhers onlie, becauſe they fiſh at Ses, not daring come to 
fiſh coo near our Coaſt nor into our Rivers and Lakes or Lochs) and then they 
catched, ſalted, and drycd their Cod and Ling-fthh, and carried them ſtraight 
ſome to flalaud, Hamburgb, and into Balrick, to England, and France, and I ſup. 

e to Portugal and sp A, So that whileſt they continued their fiſhing: they flow 
riſked; but now the Dateb & Hamburgers come to cet lani & both Fiſh themſel ves, 
& buy up &sSale, & by up all they cin, that is cured by.othets & ſerves net onlic 
themſelves but ſends them up through Germany, which if it were diſcharged ac 
leſt at Zetlaud and round the North and Barabead, where is a great Cod and 
Ling ſiſhing and if everie Town on the North Coaſt: would applic themſelves 
and ſend out a Boat two or three from everie place, and revive their old Trade, 
it were well, But for this, If Noblemen and Gentlemen would cat a Male of 
them once a Week; at leſt have it on their Tables tho ſent te their ſervants, 
it would help the Conſumption, I hal alſo give another inftance from the EA 
tliſ improving our Cod fith, I hapned to be at Nermouth to Pore and Dive in 
their Trade, and fiods alitcle Dogger come in Loaden with Cod fiſh, I went 2 
beard 3nd ſaw the Fiſh, and informed my ſelf of their Maſter, whence he came 
with his Loading, who told he had been zt the Nerts fiſhing ; — the 
place, and megnifying bis fiſh as caught in ſome far Countric, yet when 1 ſpent 
fometime with him, he told he went with a Ballaſt Veſſel having onlie Proviſi- 
ons to his Companie, and ſome money, ſtraight to Collie where he bought his 
Salt, and ſo from that verie place bargain'd' with the Fiſhers for all the Cod 
they could catch, and ſo went round our Coaſt be North Aberdeen, till bis Loads 


ing was obtained, which he purchaſed for a ſmall Priec a4 avy converling —

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bing may conceive, by. what we buy the dyed Ling and Cod on our Coaft' 
qr at Leith, I ſuppoſe he payed not above 1. 2, fer. 4. per piece, and what 
were not of his Gadg in lenth he told me he had 2. for 1. Now to conclude 
vhat I deſi gn, is to thow the advantage he had in that Voyage, and by that how = 
much England if in an Union and Commuion of Trade with us might have, and 
we a part with them, He told me he got ſome Voyages 20, ſome 30. ſome 
40000. cur d Fiſh, and ſee d ſome of the largeſt ſold and retail d at 2 ſb.
